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To the READER. 


Heſe ſhort expoſitory Notes were not intended to 

foreſtal the nſe of the larger and mort learned 
Expoſitions, which are already extant upon the 
Church-Catechiſm; much leſs to prevent the ſea- 
ſonable enlargments of the induftrions Catechift upon 
the ſame: but are rather deſigner for a Preparatiy 
and Manududtion to the promoting of both, A 

The firſt thing bere aimed at, was Brevity : and 
therefore, as the Poſitions are not many, ſo the Scrip- 
ture-proofs fot the juſtification of the chiefeſt paſſages 
in them, are deſiguedly ſingle, And yet becauſe the 
cited Scriptures, and perhaps alſo the Poſitions them-= 
ſelves, may ſeem too nnmerous for young Beginners ; 
it may be convenient to make choice of ſome of the 
more eaſy and important Notes,. with ſome of their 
moſt neceſſary Proofs, for the firſt Eſſay ; and after- 
wards to have recourſe to the remainder, as further 
occaſion and abilities ſhall invite. 

The next thing endeavoured, 45 Plainneſs: and 
for that reaſon, all citations of humane Authors, and 
other curioſities of Learning ,are wholly forborn. And 
to make the Expoſition yet more plain, the Teachers 
to be entreated, in his illuſtrating the Points to be 
proved, to give ſome familiar diſcovery of their con- 
formity to the words or ſcope of the Marginal Texts, 
diſtindly pointed to for that purpoſe. 

The laſt thing projeited, was the delineation of 
ſuch a compaſs of Catechiſtical Dofrines, as might

(ufficientlygvidence this ſhort CATECHISM tobe 
amprovable to a more difſuſive uſe in the Church, 
than only to capacitate Touth for the Rite of Coufir- 
mation ; 45 Was, it ſeems, at the firſt intended. 

In a word, it was deſired that ſome ſmall Manual 
of Catechiſtical Obſervations might be found in the 
bands of young Chriſtians ; which being by the dire- 
tion of the inſtratter, and care of Parents and Go- 
vernours, competently learned in ſmall portions , 
might enable thoſe Touths to return underſtanding 
Anſwers to all ſuch Queſtions, as ſhould naturally 
ariſe from the Obſervations prepounded. 

And if, after this, the Catechiſt ſhall pleaſe to 
frame the reſidue of his diſcourſe upon theſe ſubjetts, 
to the capacity and expettation of the reſt of his Au- 
ditory ; theſe performances together may ( by God's 
bleſſing ) become a hopeful means both to deliver ſome 
aged Hearers from their inveterate ignorance, and 
this moſt neceſſary ſervice of Catechization alſo 
from the contempt of being reputed work, only for 
Children,

Yet this howſoever ts done with this reſerve, 
that if any either diſlike ſuch Diviſion in 
general, or this here uſed, in particular ; he 
be entreated to paſs over the preſent noti- 
fication of S2&tions, and to take ſuch other 
meaſures, by joynins two or more of the 


Paragraphs 2:to one, or by dividing one of 


them into more, as may beſt comport with 
his own deſion and occaſions. 

But the ſtinting each SeCtion to the pre- 
ciſe number of four Queſtions and Anſwers, 
and onely four Proofs, may ſeem to ſtand

in need of a larger Apelopie: it being con- 
feſſed at all hands, that the Materials of 
the ſeveral Paragraphs do not equally re- 
quire the ſame compaſſe of Explication, Yet 
to this alſo it muſt be ſaid, that this was 
likewiſe done in condeſcention to young 
Learners, whoſe memories muſe be encous 
raged with ſhort and eaſy Tasks, and the 
meaſure of ther ſpiritual proviſion be, as 
of Manna zn the wilderneſs, a dayly and li- 
mited Omer of food; Exod. 16. 16, 18. 

It might be wiſhed that ſuch a middle 
Rate of Documents could be fixed, as would 
neither be found tov many, nor too few for 
the various Circumſtances that attend this 
ſervice. And yet even ſuch an exquiſite Mo- 
del would not attain the end of Catechiza- 
tion, without the Prudence, Condeſcenſive- 
neſs, and Afſiduity of an Inſtrutter : wheres 
as the moſt inartificial Compoſition of Cate- 
chiſitcal Dofrines now extant among us , 
being ſeconded with a competency of thoſe 
qualifications in the Catechiſt, will un- 
doubtedly in time turn to very good ac- 
count. But for the preſent, 'tus ſufficient

Youth muſt drive on ſoftly , as the child-

ren be able to bear; leſt in over-driving 
the Lambs one day, all the flock ſhould 
dic; as {acob once obſerved tn alike caſe, 
Gen. 33.13, 14. As to this Eſſay in par- 
ticular, 'tis again deſired that the Catechiſt 
uſe bis own liberty and judgement, in lay- 
ing a/ide any of theſe Queſtions which ſeem 
ſuperfiuous, and raiſing any other that may 
ſeem more conventent ; as alſo in borrowing 
more Proofs for their confirmation, either 
from the Margin of the parallel SeCtions of 
the Notes, or from his orn better acquain- 
tance with holy SCRIPTURE. 
{t remains to be noted, that if the ſinſe 
8/ each Poſition had been Jhared between 
the Queſtion and Anſwer ( as 1s uſual in 
other Catechiſms) as well the Repetitions 
in the Anſwers, as the Lines in the Ma- 
nual it ſelf”, had been conſiderably fewer 
than now they are: but this Expeatent was 
purpoſely declined, For by repeating the 
zmport of each Queſtion in its reſpective 
Anjwer, and ſo making the Anſwers entire 
Propoſitions ; "tis hoped the memories of 
young Chriſtians may hereby be furniſhed 
with @ laſting ſtock of Chriſttan Apho- 
r1/ms, which by this means are become more 
plain 


plain and eaſy, to be ie and retained, 
But if, notwithſtanding what 1 now ſaid, 
the ſuperciltons in this our Age ſhall diſdain 
all ſuch condeſcenſ,cve endeavours, as into- 
lerably mean and pedantick; let ſuch be 
put in minde , that the ſame Peaantry and 
Indulgence to tender Years were by theſe 
Methods, chiefly deſigned. And that with 
Jomenbat the more encouragement and 
hope of ſucceſſe, in that the preat Apoſtle 
of the (rcumciſion, S. Peter 2s. com- 
manded | in John 21. 15, 16.7] to feed 
the Lambs of Chriſt, as well as hs Sheep: 
and that great Maſter of humane Learning, 
as well as Dottor of the Gentiles, S, Paul, 
thought it no diſparagement to feed Brles 
with milk, as well as to miniſter firons 
meat to men of higher attarnments ; 
x Cor. 3. 2. Yea, the {ame holy man, 
who was not inferiour to' the very chiefeſt 
Apoſtles, hath | in 1 Cor.
